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These depositions before 1549 were from time to time 
entered on the Court Books (see specimens in Appendix), 
but at that date a separate book was begun. The entries 
in it do not run in strict sequence of date but are of very 
great interest, and put before us the life led, both in 
city and county, in a very vivid way. My attention 
was drawn to them by the City Archivist, Mr. J. C. 
Tingey, F.S.A., to whose energy and ability I have been 
indebted on this and many other occasions. 

Possibly the entries of the greatest interest are those 
relating to Kett's Rebellion. Some few of them have been 
already printed in the Rev. F. W. Russell's excellent account 
of Keit's Rehellion in Norfolk, 1859, pp. 162-3. 

Shortly after the rebellion, and before Kett was executed, 
one man said that before Kett should be hanged it should 
cost a thousand men's lives (p. 19) ; another, that he did 
well in keeping Kett's camp, as he thought nothing but 
well of him, and that he wished to see a new day for 
such as he was (p. 19). After Kett's execution, two men 
threatened that they would have no more a lying (down) 
camp, but a running camp. 

B 
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The exposure of Warwick's badge, the ragged staff, on 
the doors of various prominent citizens seems to have 
given great offence, and Alderman Bacon was especially 
picked out for obloquy. In February, 1549-50, it was 
said that there were over forty people much offended by 
this retention of the badge — **it was not meet that there 
should be more king's arms than one," an obvious sug- 
gestion that Warwick's ambition was to assume kingly 
power. Two or three country men were looking up at 
Kett's body as it swung from the castle, and one said, 
"0 Kett, God have mercy on thy soul," and hoped that 
the King and Council would allow the body to be taken 
down, and not "hanged up for winter store." 

Prophecies were rife : for example, in February an 
Earlham man said that 500 of the Household men had 
gone to the Great Turk, but would be back again by 
Midsummer. 

In the following June a weaver prophesied as hot a 
summer as ever was, and as evil and busy a one as the 
last summer was. Another weaver spoke of pulling down 
the Warwick arms, and said he had no thanks for his 
labour and coming down here to suppress the rebellion ; 
while yet another, speaking to a friend, remembered it 
was a merry world when they were out in Mushold Wood 
eating mutton. ^ 

A year later (in June, 5 Edw. VI.) a Ranworth man 
volunteered a statement that (hose who were slain on 
Household in the commotion time were honest men, and 
so was Robert Kett (p. 25).

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An interesting little bit of description can be gathered 
from the entries on p. 31, when a smith tells how one 
Thomas Xeteringham, had six horses being pastured on 
Household at the time of the " conflict," all of which were 
lost or slain — one of them upon the heath, another above 
the limekilns, the two blind horses being seen lying dead. 

The "conflict" or "commotion" long proved a date by 
which occurrences were remembered {see pp. 30, 40, etc.). 

The enclosures, which played so important a part in 
Kett's Rebellion, still rankled in men's minds in May, 
6 Edw. VI., when one man who was drinking with others 
at the Cross Keys in " St. John's upon the Hill " (St. John 
Timberhill) vowed that if the Town Close were not thrown 
open in four days, he would be one of eight who would 
do it, whereupon another of the company pointed out that 
two pairs of gallows had recently been erected at Beccles, 
and, as I read it, hinted that they were for a fellow who 
had put down a gate and a fence of a dyke, but that • 
another made light of it. 

An Englishman, in 7 Edw. VI., told a Frenchman 
at Thorpe that he could not have seen the King of France 
in Paris, for the King of England, **our master," was 
King of France, whereupon the Frenchman replied that 
Henry, the King of France, was born in France, and 
King Henry VIII. was his godfather, and our King Edward 
was never crowned in France, and therefore had nothing 
to do there. A very pretty quarrel ensued, one man telling 
him he talked like a fool ; while another called on him to 
recant, but he feaid rather than to do so he would be hewed 
into pieces as small as a piece of orange peel he had in 
his hand, and that he would die in the quarrel, and if he 
should so die, nine or ten thousand more should also die 
— an amusing piece of rhodomontade. 

The accession of Mary and the return to the Catholic 
service of course brought trouble. On p. 80 is the tale

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of how one man said that the year will be as troublous 
a year as ever was, and that he would jeopard his life for 
the alteration of the service ; and that if no way could 
be found to complain to the Queen and the Duke of Norfolk, 
though watchers were kept for two years, they should 
be taken, sleeping in their beds, and killed all in a night ; 
but as the speaker, who was a tailor, said he was of kin- 
dred to the Duke, I apprehend he was only vapouring 
generally. 

One man, riding home with another, asked him how he 
liked his horse, and said he liked him better by 40s. than 
he used to, for men would have need of such horses 
presently, and that about Lady Day there would be a 
great manslaughter, and another battle between Easter 
and Whitsuntide, and another after Midsummer, and that 
we should see the King of France in Norwich by that 
time ; also that there was mustering of men at Wyvenhoe 
» Fair ; that the French and Scots were busy, and should 
be more so. 

An episode in Wyatt's Rebellion is graphically told on 
p. 57 by a fugitive who had taken active part in it, 
and who was full of dire forebodings, and who on his 
oath made the fearful statement that if the Spanish 
marriage took place, Englishmen would have no drink but 
water, and would have to pay a penny a pot for that, 
and that they would all have to lie in the streets, or in 
swine styes or caves while the Spaniards had their homes. 

It seems that in the thick of the fight he was going up 
and down in Southwark, apparently looking for a hiding 
place, when he was accosted by a Norwich man, who had 
been brewer for Mr. Codd (he of whom, in Kett's time, the 
grim joke was made that a cod's head should presently be 
sold cheap), who asked him what he was doing there, and 
on his telling him and on imploring him to save his life, 
let him in till "the battle was overshot.'' He was then 
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able to take his sword and buckler, pretended to be one 
of the Queen's retinue, and so got away to Norwich. 

From other depositions (p. 85) about the same man, it 
would seem that he had been working with a farmer of 
Wyatt's about a month before the rebellion began and 
had been with Wyatt all the while at Kingston Bridge 
and at St. James' Field. 

Ballads received from a minstrel who played on a harp 
(a curious survival) at Wymondham, were sung in the 
streets of Norwich by two of the apprentices of one 
Wharton, servant of Lord Russell,^ " against the mass and 
the godly proceedings of the Catholic faith of the 
Church." Wharton gave up a " bysekke " (by-sack or 
knapsack P) which contained some very evil and lewd 
songs (p. 55). 

In the first year of Elizabeth we are told how one 
Nichs. Colman, apparently a lunatic, said he was told by 
certain visions and dreams in his sleep that certain 
seditious felons — strangers, such as Scots, Frenchmen, and 
Spaniards, clothed with silk doublets covered with beggars' 
cloaks, were coming down in May to July to set on fire 
divers market towns (including Norwich) and villages.^ 

The growing enmity of the poor for the rich is shown 
on p. 22, where one man is reported to have said 
that "as sheep or lambs are a prey to the wolf or lion, 
so are the poor men to the rich men," but I should think 
the enmity was more against the farmers and the mer- 
chants, for the same man goes on to say that there were

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100,000 more merchants than there used to be in carrying 
and conveying — possibly he meant purveying victual and 
such like. 

"There are too many gentlemen in England by 500," 
said Robert Burnam in 3 Edw. VI., p. 18. " The false 
Knaves are the rich men,'' p. 26. 

Against the aldermen there seems to have been a special 
spite, for one man (p. 38) says that if there were 40 
good fellows that were of his set they would go to the 
Aldermen's houses and " bid them to dinner.*' 

Alderman Bacon,* who was so active in repressing Kett's 
Rebellion, was specially disliked. 

So were Mychells^ and the Mayor Davy,* as appears from 
an amusing deposition (p. 77), when one Thos. Eton, a 
skinner, who had recently been sent to prison, said that 
he might thank Mr. Wm. Farrour''' for it "like a paunch 
as he is," and that Mitchells was never a poor man's 
friend,. but always a mortal foe to all poor men. 

This interrogator seems to have suggested that he only 
said so because Mitchells had not set him from the double 
beer, but Eton alleged that Mitchells himself "was as 
drunken as a beggar," and as speckled "as a toad," when 
Mr. Cobb and he met together at Mr. Hed's, and added 
that if there were no man alive but Mitchells he could 
find it in his heart to be his hangman. 

Nor did he say much better of Mr. Davy, the Mayor, 
for though he admitted he was somewhat his friend, yet 
he was " as foul a guts as the rest of Norwich," which he

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declared to be the most cut-throat city in the world, for 
if a poor man owed but 6d, he was arrested for it. 

Mordewe,® a baker (p. 28), wished to be made hangman 
to a great many gentlemen; he could find heart to hang 
many of them. 

With all these rumours about it was not unwise that 
some of the gentry should take precautions against sur- 
prises and being seized in their houses. 

We are told that Mr. Flint victualled himself for a 
year and more (pp- 22 and 23) — that the gentlemen had 
need to watch now (p. 22) — that if Sir Bichd. Southwell, 
Sir Thos. Woodhouse, Mr. Roger Woodhouse, and Mr. 
Corbett were not offenders they would not need to have 
such a band of men about them (p. 22). 

Of Mr. Woodhouse, the recalcitrant clerk of St. Gregory's 
(p. 22) said he marvelled why he moated his house about 
double. 

On p. 21 is an incidental reference that a man had 
said that he marvelled Mr. Woodhouse of Kimberley® had 
so many men, and that he took him not for the King's 
friend. 

Some old houses, bought by a Mr. Thurston, were said 
to be intended to be pulled down, when one said " God 
forbid it" — for what would the people say — that gentle- 
men came into the City to buy poor men's houses to pull 
down because they would not have poor people dwell 
near them (p. 69). 

The changes in ritual and the sale of church goods in 
the reign of Edw. VI. are well illustrated by several of 
the depositions.

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For example, when the Churchwardens of St. Gregorys 
in accordance with the orders received by them called on 
their parish clerk to give up certain ornaments, he seems 
to have refused to obey, and to have been taken before 
the Mayor and Aldermen, when he compared them to 
Scribes and Pharisees who seek innocent blood (p. 18). 

Another man at St. Gregory's swore in 1650, " by 
God's wounds" he would have some of the Church goods 
for he was a parishioner and his friends had given to it, 
and the next year a prisoner brought in for certain mis- 
demeanours, grumbled that " There are a sort of churls 
that have the church goods in their hands, that the poor 
can have none," but that he would be one to pluck it from 
them before Whitsunday (p. 25). 

In 1552 is a long but unluckily very illegible account 
how a porter from St. Stephen's parish beat out the glass 
from a window in St. Giles' Church, and by breaking 
down the bars got into the cliurch, between 9 and 11 
o'clock p.m., and let in an accomplice, who took away pipes 
from the case of organs, and cushions and two surplices, 
and put them into sacks, and also took the clappers of 
the bells. They also thought of stealing the bells them- 
selves, but did not do so (pp. 40 and 41). 

Later on, when the "perks" or roodscreens were to be 
taken down, there was a rumour in February, 1561, that 
the "perks'* were not yet down in Lincolnshire, and that 
my Lord of Norfolk should gently persuade them to have 
them down (p. 81). 

In the same year one man asked another, "Is your 
perk down in St. Andrew's?" when the latter replied, 
"Tea, and so shall yours be in St. Peter's shortly, though 
you have a 'sight of rebel hearts' in your parish." 

That many bells were broken up and church books sold 
and exported is clear, from the entry on p. 36 about the 
sale of certain bell metal " trussed up in certain barrels " 
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sold to Hance Vaussarte to be conveyed over the seas, 
and certain other bell metal trussed up in a maunde 
(hand basket) with certain church books. 

There is an interesting episode as to the irreverent way 
in which the Cathedral was treated in the early part of 
the reign of Elizabeth told .on p. 78, how one Jeremy 
Gardiner was making a great noise and hollowing in the 
church, and when remonstrated with, said he was going 
to shoot at the door "as well as others have done 
before " — using the door in fact as a target, and the 
Cathedral as a covered range. 

Of course there is also much about matters of religion. 

In the 24 Henry VIII. divers persons were offended 
for casting of holy water and dealing of holy bread, and 
one man irreverently said he could see how the priest 
juggled the water, while another said that "Sir" Thos. 
Rose, who preached at St. Andrew's, was a knave 
(pp. 48 and 49). 

In 1551 a rumour was rife that Dr. Barkewey had 
been sent to appear before the Archbishop of Canterbury 
to answer for his sermon, while another said that the 
Bishop was a popish bishop, and that his preacher 
preached false doctrine (p. 23). 

Ten years later, 1561, the Bishop is rumoured to have 
stated that his predecessor had said that it was better 
that the poor should starve, than that the Church should 
go ungarnished with images. It was also insinuated that 
the present Bishop was a fornicator, whore master, and 
adulterer, and the speaker added that we had a Chan- 
cellor who is a preacher, but as to the Bishop's preaching 
he would as lief hear a chair preach as he (p. 66). 

The fairs all over the county were at this period in 
full vogue ; Aylsham Fair, Cawston Fair, and Sloley Fair 
are specially mentioned. At the former bedding, and at 
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the latter pottery are incidentally mentioned as being sold, 
while at Sloley the " Butchery " and the sale of cloth occur. 

In the last case there was an interesting example of 
how local gossip may have dangerous results, for some 
busybody (in this case a tanner called Banyes ^ of Norwich) . 
seems to have gone round from stall to stall plucking 
people by the sleeve and offering them "a handful of 
pears," telling them that a shilling was worth but four- 
pence of current money^ and that it had been proclaimed 
at Norwich for a groat. One of the frequenters declined 
to take them at sixpence for this reason. All of which 
slander of the royal coin necessitated the attendance of 
half-a-dozen witnesses at Norwich, and the transmission, 
no doubt, of their evidence to the Privy Council.* 

On the gaming so prevalent in Elizabethan and Stuart 
times there are many instances, but none so dramatic or 
locally interesting as that which prefaced the brawl at the 
Maid's Head in 1519 and which ended in the death of a 
professed gamester. Shortly told, the story is this (p. 91) ; — 
On the night of the great St. Leonard's Flood, certain 
tradesmen, amongst other John Petehouse the tailor 
(whose name was afterwards varied into Pettus, and who 
was the ancestor of Sir John Pettus who ruffled it with 
the best as a cavalier) were stayed by the water reaching 
over Fye Bridge and so could not get home. So they, 
four in all, stayed to supper, and afterwards played at the 
table " at double hand," and were put in the little chamber 
or parlour between the two stables, where the ostler made 
them a fire and they played for a quart of wine. 

To them comes in one, John Ganton, who greeted them, 
and wished to play at dice with them. They refused, so 
he drank and went away, but came again in half-an-hour

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and asked, and was refused again ; then he began to criticise 
their play, and offered to lay two to one he could. win if 
he played. This was accepted by one Godfrey, but before 
the game was played out, Godfrey, who thought he had 
won, perceiving that Ganton was about to seize the stakes, 
picked them up and put them in his purse, on which Ganton 
rose, and catching him by the head struck him on the 
breast with his fist. 

Someone intervened and went for the host, but the latter 
did not come, and Ganton threatened Pethous with his 
dagger, and followed him into the chimney comer to strike 
him, when Pethous " went down to avoid." 

One of the spectators, one Senyour, caught the dagger 
with both hands, and in the struggle Ganton was slain 
or "sticked," as he said. The host very properly pre- 
vented the others leaving and called for a constable, who 
brought hurdles and pinioned them and brought them to 
the "hall,'* where we must leave them. 

Incidental mention is also made on p. 23 of ''one John 
Blewett, a great gamer at the dice," who had with him 
£20 in gold ; but the most humorous tale is that told by 
a credulous glover, John Crowe by name, foredoomed to be 
plucked like his namesake, how John Denman, servant of 
Mr. MannelP of Christ Church (the Cathedral), came into 
his shop very early one morning and played at dice with 
him at a game called "novem qui," apparently short for 
" novem quinque.*' At first the victim was, as usual, allowed 
to win, when Denman suggested they should go to the 
"Angel" in the Market, and play with the barber there, 
who was a good fellow, and would " set enough/' i.e., play 
high enough. He even kindly offered to be the* glover's 
partner. So they went, with the inevitable result, and 
played together at the same game, and, '*at the fores," 
the glover of course losing all his money and a great deal

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of goods, also 35«. borrowed money, and according to the 
glover, who to the end seemed to have believed the intro- 
ducer's good faith, all the latter's money as well. 

In 1557 one Ralph Thrower threatened Mr. Bacon, then 
Mayor, and Mr. Bengerayn,* then Sheriff, calling the former 
(who seems to have been much disliked by the roughs of 
the city) villain, churl, butcher, etc. ; and stating that when 
Bengamyn travelled into Wales he would wait for him at 
Exeter, and get twenty or thirty good fellows to despatch 
him. 

A more amusing brawl is that set out on p. 71, between 
Alderman Quasshe and Mr. Browne, as to the gathering 
of peas from a certain field, when one took up a stone 
and the other a brush hook, but were luckily quieted down 
by a neighbour. The misdoings of retainers of powerful 
men is evidenced on p. 81, which shows that, in 1564, 
two of the servants (one is called **Mr.") of Sir Thomas 
Woodhouse^ struck a glovers servant, and Winter would 
have struck him with hi« dagger, which missed him and 
** smote into the jamb of the door." 

On the constable going to arrest Winter at an inn, he 
declined to go to prison, and his companion told the con- 
stable that though he was a constable this year he would 
be but a knave next year, etc. On it being suggested 
they should go to bed, they said they would sit up as 
long aa they liked, and Mr. Russell, another servant of 
Sir W. Woodhouse, told the constable and the watch they 
had more likely come in to make a riot than to keep the 
peace, and sarcastically bade them take care they carried 
away nothing but their own with them (p. 81). 

There is a good deal about horse stealing and also as 
to accidents to horses, from which we gather that if a

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hired post horse from London or elsewhere died or fell 
sick, depositions as to the cause of the death, and that 
it did not take place through over-riding it, were taken 
before the Mayor, no doubt for transmission to the 
owner, so as to exonerate the hirer; for example, on 
p. 79 we find the certificate of a ** horse leech " that he 
opened a dead black ambling gelding at Attleborough, 
and found both its lungs black and rotten and grown 
to its side, and that its death was not caused by the. 
misusage, negligence, or fault of the hirer ; and another, 
on p. 65, of a smith who certified that he was called 
in to see a brown bay gelding at Norwich, but found 
it was past remedy, for that it had a disease running 
through it called the yellows, that it must have had it 
before it was hired, and that the hirer did all he could 
for it but it died. 

Curious details as to the hiring of four hackney 
horses from the *' Windmill '* in London (the same 
house as that from which the brown bay gelding came) 
are given at p. 87, from which it would seem that the 
price was a shilling a day per horse, with a minimum 
of 9s., which would^ inaply the average journey to and 
from London took nine days or more. 

As to the supply of the market there is not much, 
though it seems that Acle farmers sent into Lincolnshire 
to buy steers and oxen (p. 77), but there are sidelights 
thrown on city regulations now forgotten, for example, 
on p. 25 we see that it was customary for a clerk of the 
market to enter every sack of grain sold there, and 
that it is probable that there was some premium paid 
to those who sent corn in to be sold. 

Again it would seem (p. 27) to have been illegal in 
the 5 Edw. VI. to send iron out of the city, and to 
buy Carsey yarn, and the double breach of these rules by 
a Mr. Quasshe seems to have thoroughly roused the then 
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Mayor to wrath, so that he "shoved" the delinquent on 
the chest, called him false man^ villain, and pillory knave 
and made his officer who was in attendance take him off 
to the Guildhall. 

Of course there were complaints against country farmers 
for holding out for a high price for their corn (p. 26). 

A most amusing entry tells (p. 38) how, while the 
Mayor's cook was "cheping" the eggs of a woman, and 
offering to take them at 12 for 6d, instead of the 11 she 
offered, a servant of Sir William Woodhouse® intervened 
and bought them at the woman's own price to the annoy- 
ance of the Mayor's servant, who caught hold of the 
basket and said he thought Mr. Mayor should be served 
in the market before Sir William, when Woodhouse's 
servant replied very rudely and plucked the basket away 
in great fury. The next Saturday when they met again 
in the Poultry Market the servant struck the Mayor s man 
a 'blow in the ear, and, drawing his dagger, gave him 
half-a-dozen blows on his arms and shoulders, cutting 
his coat, etc. 

The entries as to foreign trading are both valuable and 
interesting, though the meaning of some of them is not 
apparent. For example, it is not clear why certain goods 
should be directed to be seized because they were bought 
and sold abroad (p. 74). 

**The Fellowship of the English Nation in Flanders" 
is mentioned on p. 35, the export of beer and wheat to 
Boulogne on p. 36, and the import from Amsterdam and 
Ancuse in Holland of barrels of cod, salmon, cods' heads, 
and eels, and 600 "staplefish," on p. 27. 

How a Dilham merchant coming to England with others 
in a hoy, was taken prisoner by a barque belonging to the 
Viscount of Dieppe and carried to France, where two other

prisoners (Londoners), who had arranged their own ransom, 
also agreed with the Frenchman for his ransom and those 
of his brothers — an Ipswich man and a Norwich man — is 
told on p. 54. The Iceland trade, the history of which 
is still to be written, is exemplified by the mention that a 
Pockthorpe butcher went in a Yarmouth boat to Hekerser 
in Iceland, which boat afterwards put him ashore at 
Blakeney (p. 78). 

The most interesting entry — doubly interesting for a side 
glimpse it gives us of the great Sir Thomas Gresham — 
is that on p. 51, which tells how a Norwich man who 
was staying at the "Red Lion" at Barugh (p. 50), 
and foregathered with one William Beckett of Colchester, 
where they had a room allotted them with a key, how 
Beckett gave the Norwich man a sealed purse with money 
and asked him to hide it between the featherbed and the 
straw, which he did, and went down to wash his hands, 
leaving Beckett above ; and on his return, Beckett asked 
him to lock the door, and they went out — how Beckett went 
away and the Norwich man found the purse had been taken 
out of his budget ; how the witness went to the Worshipful 
Mr. Dannesel, " Governor of the Merchants' Adventurers," 
for his advice, who referred him to Sir (then Mr.) Thomas 
Gresham, who was then riding post to London, and gave 
him letters, to be delivered to Mr. Aldrich of Norwich, 
" for the stay of the bond of the said Beckett " — the mean- 
ing of all, which is by no means clear, unless it is that 
Beeket was suspected of stealing his own purse, and trying 
to throw the loss on others. 

Other trade matters refer to the sale of a " keel," the 
precursor of our wherries, for £60 to be paid £2 down 
and £2 yearly (p. 69), the sale of a piece of "Manchester 
tawny russett frieze,'* and the making of a pair of 
marble " upstocks " of marble colour, made of broad 
cloth lined with blanket and stitched with silk, and 
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the ordering of a pair of " netherstocks " to match (p. 68). 
The price of 60 dozen black felt hats, delivered at 
Ipswich, was £30 in 1561 (p. 80). 

A dispute between master and apprentice (p. 76) shows 
that an apprentice who would not serve his articles 
could be kept in the Hundred and made to work at 
husbandry. Another apprentice who had sinned with the 
wife of one Thos. Goodwyn (p. 72, Ac.) was let off after 
severe admonition, but the woman was not so lucky, for 
she was put in the cucking stool with a paper on her 
head, the wife of one of the Alderman attending her 
and urging her to amend her evil life and confess, when 
a friend of the culprit twisted away the paper from her 
head and cast it into the river. 

Another man was struck off the freeman's roll for 
fornication, but the following year was restored on 
declaring his penitence and paying £2 towards repairing 
the staithe at Fyebridge, where it will be remembered 
a cucking stool stood (p. 64). 

There are one or two entries about treasure trove, 
cunning men, &c., viz., one on p. 38 that one Jakson 
had been for a year arranging to bring the deponent 
to the digging of a vault with intent to find money, 
but that none had been found. On p. 21, &c., we are 
told how one Wm. Leese had been going round to all 
the goldsmiths within the City enquiring after a pair 
of chalices stolen out of Felthorpe Church, and asking 
them to "stay" them if they were brought, offering a 
reward of ten groats to have them again ; and was told 
by Henry Bowens* wife they were hidden in a hole in 
the root of an elm standing on a double ditch in Fel- 
thorpe and received 4fl?. for the information which 
proved false. 

A Mrs. Hudson (p. 34) also seems to have been an 
intermediary between credulous people, the cunning man

getting a servant at various houses to pay 20<. by small 
sums to give the *' cunning man " to get her a rich 
marriage, and threatening that if the dupe ''should go 
from if the spirit raised by the cunning man would have 
a leg or an arm or an eye from her. 

The quasi-legal jurisdiction of the Mayor and Alder- 
men is interesting.^ Slander was taken notice of^ as when 
a woman had said of a man that his father was a churl 
and his mother no honest woman, when the latter called 
her ''drab and daw'' (p. 26); and in another case a slander 
against the chastity of a wife is mentioned (p. 26). 

Cases of marriage brokage occur at pp. 34 and 63, 
"and proofs of age'* on p. 34, while interrogatories "in 
perpetuam rei memoriam '* will be found on pp. 34 and 83. 

Examinations as to the capacity of testators will be 
found as e.g, on pp. 46 and 47, and it is notable that in 
several cases the Mayor and Sheriffs and an Alderman 
seem to have visited the death beds in almost a judicial 
capacity. 

A delivery of seizin on sale made conditional on the 
purchaser not building or doing anything to injure 
(hinder) the vendor's brother's lights is curious (p. 24), 
as is an enquiry as to the conduct of a juryman who 
expressed his partizanship too freely (p. 84). 

The Suffragan's tenements and land late of the Grey 
Friars in St. Vedast's are mentioned on p. 32, and the 
wall building round them mentioned at p. 33 may be 
one of the existing walls of Crinkle Crankle Row. 

Among the minor entries worth noting are as to a 
bargain made by one Hans or John Hesse, a foreign 
surgeon, to go to Lynn to cut a boy for the stone, and 
the haggle as to the price which was settled at 20 nobles 
(p. 17), the operator to deliver the stone he should take 
out but not to warrant the child's life, but he and two 
' See Appendix TI. as to this jurisdiction.

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others to have ''horse meat and man's meat'' at Lynn 
while the child should be in healing. 

An incidental mention of Peter Peterson, the great gold- 
smith, on (p. 62) seems to show him somewhat henpecked, and 
we get a glimpse pf the Countess of Surrey buying a piece 
of tuft taflFeta and a piece of black velvet to make her gowns, 
and changing her mind just as ladies do nowadays (p. 90). 

The wanderings of a journeyman butcher in search of 
work are told minutely on p. 54, down to the facts that 
he had to leave his dagger in pledge at a widow's house 
to pay for his supper, and that when he came penniless 
to Norwich he had to take shelter in a church porch,* 
where he was taken into custody by the watchmen, ever 
watchful for vagrants. ^ -d

of the hands of their parish clerk, Robt. Burnam, "and 
did advise him to turn his heart and become a new man." 
And he said he had offended no man, but that he was able 
to answer. "Then said I to him that I heard a gentleman 
say when he was in prison that he was not afraid of his 
life, but of no man but of the said Burnam. Then 
answered the said Burnam and said, ' There are too many 
gentlemen in England by 500.'" Then said I again, "if 
thou speakest such a word again thou shalt go to prison." 
The said Burnam hath spoken these words since in the

have it of better men, and I ask no favour at your hands."

Oldeman the Yr. deposed on 17 Jan. that he said 
and spake no words that should tend to any inconvenience 
and further cannot depose. 

James Cowell said no words of displeasure to any man 
were spoken. 

Further examined, he said when one knocked at the p. 2(i. 
door, he said " Let him in whatsoever he be, be it Mayor or ^ 

be it Sheriff." 

As to another meeting, " the cause of their coming was 
nothing but to drink." 

John Oldman further examined denies Cowell's state- 
ment and says that no man used such words.

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George Reddeman deposes that John Redheddes {sic) at 
night on Sunday, 10 Feb., 1549, said that he would that Mr.

To 
which Smith answered, " The false knaves are the rich 
men," and when he asked him what he meant by that he 
said " They should know," and departed.

Reymerston, husbandman, that he brought half a hundred 
wood to-day and sold it in the market, and being in 
St. Giles' Street against Mr. Gawdy's house, came to him

Skyrwyk of Crostwick, bailiff to P- 3^- 
Mr. Le Gros of Sloley, who deposes : — That at Sloley Fair 
held on St. Bartholomew's Day, he heard a rumour about 
Appleyard's stall that the shilling should be but a groat, 
and on enquiry of Appleyard, the latter said that one 
Littlewood of Scoruston had told him that the shilling 
was proclaimed at Norwich for a groat, on which he went 
to Littlewood and examined him, when he said he heard 
it of one Jennor of Ashmanhaugh. Having got the two 
together Jennor confessed that he said so, and, said one 
Banges told him. Banges being interviewed denied it, 
and Jennor went away. 

Examination of Reynold Thurston of Lammas, tanner, • p. 39d. 
who deposed that at Sloley Fair he went from his stall 
towards the butchery, and at Appleyard's stall one 
Adam Jemmes and Appleyard were at words because the 
latter would not receive shillings for sixpence apiece, for 
that he heard say they should go but for a groat.

would cost a thousand men's lifes rather than this gear 
should go forward still, and that the rising was for the 
Queen's marriage and if that should go forth, we should 
lie in swine styes in caves and the Spaniards should have 
our houses, and we should live like slaves and be glad to 
drink a pot with water," &c. 

p. 136d. Harry Darby that he was in Thomas Hamond's house 

to drink and so to go to his bed, and at his coming in Thos. 
Hammond, John Toppelow, a carpenter, and Hammond's 
wife were then sitting by the fire talking of the rebellion 
that was at London and upon matter of religion, and 
Toppelow said he heard no mass since he came into 
England out of France and prayed God never to turn 
his heart, and that we did idolatry, and witness did allege 
to him the contrary and showed what became of them 
that were against the Queen's proceedings, as my Lord of 
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Somerset and divers other more from time to time, and 
how God had preserved my Lord of Norfolk (and) the 
Bishop of Winchester to do good,- when Toppelow said 
" Yea, peradventure to do more mischief," and also said 
he had been with Wyatt in all his business and the Queen's 
grace had pardoned him. 

John Chamber, servant with Mr. Lyng, that Goodman P- 136. 
Hammond and he were drinking last night when John 
Toppelow came in and witness made acquaintance to him 
and asked him how he did, when he replied " Well, and 
that he had done better," insomuch that witness asked 
where he had been and he said five miles hence, when 
witness asked him if he had not been in Kent among the 
rebels, and he said " Yes by the Mass that I was." At 
which he told him he might have been better occupied 
and that it was a pity he came away to bear any tidings, 
when he said again, " If their matters proceeded not which 
they had begun, all we England should repent it and such 
as I was should lie in the street for default of lodging 
and the Spaniards should have our houses." And witness 
asked "What their beginning was." And the said John 
said ** Against the marriage of the Queen and the King of 
Spain," and witness said " No, it was not so, it was against 
the Queen and her proceedings," and John said ** That if 
the marriage came to pass we should drink no drink 
but water and pay a penny for a quart pot full." And 
witness said " I pray God, John, turn your heart from any 
such seditious conversation," when he replied "It was not 
ended and if it had not an end according to the beginning 
all England should repent it and it would cost a thousand 
men's lives." And witness asked John how he did escape 
with his life, and John said by chance he was going up and 
down in Southwark and one of his acquaintance looked 
out of a window which was sometime a brewer with 
Mr. Codd, and he called him and said " John what do you 
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do here," to which he said " O Thomas help me now and 
save my life or else I am but a dead man," on which he 
opened the door and let him in and he remained there till 
the battle was overshot, and then took his sword and 
buckler on his arm and went forth as one of the Queen's 
retinue into London and so saved his life, and there tarried 
till Tuesday last and so came hither to Norwich, &c.

Petybon. tailor, being this present Sunday of Lent, 23 Feb., 
4 Edw. VL, at the town of Earlham, at the house of one 
Edmund Allen, gent., talking with Allen's wife concerning 
a matter that her husband was surety to one John Bakon 
of Norwich, as to some barley, when one, Margaret, wife to 
John Adams of Earlham, came in and said, ** There are 500 
of Musshold men that are gone down to the great Turk and 
to the Dauphin, and will be here again by Midsummer," 
and when he asked her how she knew it, she said she 
heard it in a house in St. Peter's parish in Norwich, &c. 

30 Aug., 1564. — John Harryson being asked when he 
was at the outyard of Giles Vanderbrook, all he saith that 
he was there last week in the morning and gathered about 
four pears and last night likewise and that Rowland his 
fellow was with him both times. 

Nich. Thyrkle admits he was at the ortyarde but at 
no other time, but afterwards admitted he had been there 
Ifiust week on Bartholomew's Day. 

Humfrey Mason admits being there last night but 
not before and had no apples or pears from them. 

Robt. Jackson admits he was there last night but after- 
wards admits he was there Friday.

Barnard Saunderson deposed that yester- 
day riding home from Colney he overtook John Harrison 
of Norwich, who said to him, " How likest thou by this 
horse," and he said " Well," and John said " He liked him 
better by 40s. than he did before, for men shall have need 
of such horses shortly, for horses will be much set (store) 
by, and that about 25 March there shall be a great man- 
slaughter wheresoever it shall be, and we shall have another 
battle betwixt Eastern and Whitsontide, and immediately 
after that and Midsummer another battle, and that we shall 
see that we never see (now ?) and said we shall see the 
King of France in Norwich by Midsummer, and that they 
took up men in the country about Wyvenowe fair and sent 
them to Brandon Ferry.*' 

John Harrison admits interview, but says Barnard asked 
him what news was abroad in the country where you have 
been, and he told him there is mustering of men about 
Wyvenowe fair where he was and that made the fair 
nought, and that the French and Scots were busy and 
would be more busy, by having said that they would 
come into the realm betwixt Easter and Whitsunday, and 
if it be so I have a good horse and I love him better by 
40s., and if they come they shall come to as hard a break- 
fast as ever they came to, by the grace of God. 

20 Aug., 1654. — Agnes Mychell of Norwich, aged 20 
years, deposed that she dwelt with Thos. Crane of Norwich 
six years, and had been away from him one-and-three- 
quarter-years, that she knew John Gierke of Norwich, 
Cook, and his wife Elizabeth, who lived at the next house, 
and Gierke's wife procured and counselled her by desiring 
first one thing and since another and said she should have 
money for it, but she had nothing but meat and drink of 
her, as to theft of goods from Grane's shop. 
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23 Feb., 1554-5. — Rich. Swyfte of Norwich, servant with 
Thos. Whall, aged 22, that about Midsummer, 6 Edw. VI., 
he was in London on his master's business, where he bought 
certain wares for him, viz. — a piece of white mynster and 
certain black silk, and the servant of Thos. Pecke being 
in London also bought certain damask and silk for his 
master, and all such goods were packed up in his master's 
pack clothes and carried to the White Hart without 
Bishopgate to Peter Browne of Norwich, carrier, and 
delivered the same to be carried to Norwich, and such 
servant promised to weigh it and show his master thereof, 
and afterwards saw Peter and gave him 2d, but Peter left 
the said fardell behind him and afterwards they were 
lost. 

1 July, 1556. — John Banyarde of Styvekey, Gent., 
deposed that he sold to Thos. Rolff of Canterbury, Esq., 
at London in the 2 Edw. VI., 4000 quarters of wheat and 
4000 quarters of malt for the King's Majesty's provision 
at BoUeyn which was delivered, and (to ?) John Spencer, 
Esq., 1343 quarters two bushels of wheat and 433 quarters 
five bushels of malt at Lynn and Yarmouth, and also ' by'

was stayed and then the deponent being in London was 
required by the said Mr. Rolf for an account, and they 
agreed that one Wm.

. . . June, 1557. — Edmund Billingford of Blackworth Hall, 
Norfolk, Esq., aged 66, deposed that in the 33 Hen. VIIL, 
Rich. Woode, yeoman, then of Swaynesthorp, met him in 
London and asked him to speak for him to one Rich. 
Candusshe, Esq., of Trymeleye, Suffolk, as to twenty marks 
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Candysshe owed him, and showed him an obligation under 
hand and seal of said Candysshe, who admitted it was his 
hand and his seal and said " I will be good unto him at 
your desire." 

In pencil (. . . Philip & Mary, 1557). — Thos. Hamond of 
Norwich, worstead weaver, deposed that he had delivered 
to Gyldem the beer brewer twelve comb of barley and 
malt since St. Bartholomew Day, and had sold no barley 
since, no malt neither, and that he had agreed to give the 
said Gyldern Ss. a barrel of beer till three comb of old 
malt be brewen out, which he delivered to the said Gyldern 
since Bartholomew Day at the rate of lOs. the comb. 

17 May, 1557. — A List of Mayor, Aldermen, &c. 

13 April, 1557. — John Branthut, citizen of Norwich, 
Mercer, aged 36, that on Tuesday in Passion Sunday week 
last he was at dinner at the "GriflSn" at Attleburgh, 
divers persons being at table and there was conversation 
as to the punishment of one Manvus wife of Yarmouth at 
Norwich, when one Ralph Thrower spoke certain seditious 
words against Mr. Bacon, now Mayor of Norwich, reviling 
him and his person for such punishment with most vile 
and unfitting terms or additions (villain, churl, slave, 
butcher — in margin), and that he would have this churl 
Bacon, swearing great oaths, saying further if he came 
abroad out of the town he should never go further. 

And the like words against Mr. Bengemyn, now Sheriff, 
when deponent rebuked him and told him the Sheriff 
feared him not wheresoever he met him, when Thrower 
said, " I will dwell in Exceter in the way where the said 
Bengemyn travel into Wales, and can get twenty or thirty 
good fellows to despatch him." 

3 Feb. 1558-9. — Nicholas Colman spoke these words 
before Mr. John Aldrich, Mayor, and others : — 

First, that there shall go certain seditious persons in 
divers places within this realm in May, June, and 
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July next, and set divers market towns and villages on 
fire. 

That the persons that shall do these acts shall be 
strangers, viz., Scots, Frenchmen, Spaniards, and of other 
foreign nations, clothed, having beggars' cloaks for their 
uttermost garment, and under that having silk doublets. 

And that the City of Norwich as one specially shall be 
burned one of these three months either by such strangers 
or other evil disposed persons. 

Further examined 1 June, 1559. — Said Nicholas Colman 
examined as to what did move him to utter such words, 
said he had this knowledge by certain visions and dreams 
that he had in his sleep. 

20 Sept., 156.. — Henry HoU of Norwich, draper, aged 
26, examined as to his knowledge of a certain bargain 
for letting of a tenement to one Edmond Prycke by 
Peter Peterson saith that by chance one Edmond Pryke 
and one Peter Peterson were talking together, and the 
former asked him to be a witness of a bargain between the 
two, viz., that he should farm of Peterson a tenement in 
St. Peter's parish, when Peterson said he would not grant 
a lease, but he should have it for seven years and then 
have the refusal of it, "but as for making any writing 
I will not for that I will not have my wife to be offended 
with the matter." 

16 Oct., 1560. — John Thorn of Warham, husbandman, 
aged 46, deposed that on Christmas Eve last Thos. Wolston 
of Warham desired him to entreat with Wm. Tompson 
of Wells that he would leave the suit he had against him, 
and offered to pay five nobles at Twelfth day next, and 
then give bond to pay the other 33s. 4cZ. at Lady Day. 

Thos. Algood of Witon, Norfolk, husbandman, aged 44, 
deposed that on Sunday after Twelfth Day last he was in 
the house of Thos. Wolston when one Wm. Tompson of 
Wells was there and required a debt of him, when latter 
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replied, " If I do not pay your money neighbour Tompson 
to-morrow then I will forfeit all my mete unto you." 

7 December, 1560. — James Leache, aged 53, deposes that 
having occasion to go to London, one, Robert Vale, cord- 
wainer, lying in prison upon the good abering that was 
granted against him, requested him to go to one Mr. Tusser 
of the King's Bench, and to move him that he would be so 
good as to help him to a sup" (supersedeas) to discharge 
him out of imprisonment — which he did, and obtained it 
and became one of the sureties.

price, on his returning home he met with the servant of 
one, Nicolson, who was accustomed to let hakeney horses,

Gef rey and there supped in the hall within the said inn, in 
the presence of Roger Coupere and others with him, the 
cause the said persons supped so late was for that the 
great abundance of the water, &c. And after supper they, 
the said Jno. Pitehouse, Robt. Senyours, and Richard, 
agreed to play at the table and desired me to be one and 
they would play at double hand, which we declared to do, 
on which the said Robt. Senyours said " do neste the dyse 
and I will play for you," and thereupon said Jno. Pethour

side. Senyour followed Ganton and took hold of the 
dagger with both his hands, and deponent fearing Pethous 
had been slain went out to the yard and called and cried for 
said Roger in these words, " Come away for the passion of 
God, for John Pethous . is slain."

Unto the whiche 
the said Antony made answer and said I praye you what 
ded the Inglyshe men in Skoteland but cam in on a Sun- 
daye in the mornyng when some wer in bedde and some 
at chyrche, and by a false traytor of Edinborow cam in to 
Edinborow and ther did but robbe and stele, but if thei 
had taryed but the space of iij or iiij owers lenger thei ded 
thes shuld have knowen the peyce. 
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It is, of course, a question whether these depositions 
were taken as a preliminary to an issue in the Mayor's 
Court (or Court of Aldermen), or to a trial in the Court 
of Sessions of the Peace (Quarter Sessions), 

It was the custom in former times to have preliminary 
enquiries before the Sessions (Jeaffreson, Middlesex County 
Records, vol. i., p. 23). If such were held in Norwich they 
would be held before Aldermen, about one-third of whom 
having passed the Chair of Mayoralty were Justices of 
the Peace. 

But the probability is that the minor offences were dealt 
with by a Mayor's Court without being sent to a Session. 
The depositions as to many of the offences noted relating 
to treasonable words were no doubt taken for transmission 
to the Privy Council, and it would seem that after the 
series now printed the drafts were kept separately, for they 
do not appear in the series calendared on p. 43, the rest 
of which clearly relate to Civil matters. 
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The depositions mentioned on p. 43 of the Revised 
Catalogue of the Records of the City of Nortvich (1898) are

The very fine series of these books, which may be said 
to form (with the Assembly Books) the backbone of the 
later history of Norwich, begins with the year 1510,^ 
and with the exception of the volumes 1646 — 1663 and 
for 1758 — 1767^ is perfect. Blomefield and other writers 
have drawn largely from them, but their bulk is so 
enormous that not one in a thousand of the entries has 
found its way into print. Qoddard Johnson, it is true, 
attempted some extracts from them, which are now in 
the Castle Museum, but his crabbed writing and 
notorious inaccuracy combine to prevent his work being 
of much value. The following extracts, relating to 
entries in the reign of the two later Stuart kings, 
are much fuller than Johnson's, but do not contain 
a twentieth of the original entries, so none need fear 
that the mine is exhausted. To write a history of 
Norwich its future historian must needs calendar these 
books and the Assembly Books as a beginning of 
his task.

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In the following notes much will be found about the 
growing and successful resistance of the Commons to 
the King and of the "Army" or Militia he raised here, 
but as these are matters for such an historian I will not 
dilate on them, though I hope my index will be of use 
to him. Nor do I propose to summarize the entries 
relating to the "waits" or professional muscians of the 
city, as I have reason to hope that a more competent 
hand than mine will soon write an account of them, and 
the history of the city guns will be found in the current 
part of our Collections. 

A short review of the other local entries may, how- 
ever, not be uninteresting to those who care for the 
history of our old city. 

The book teems with entries, which seem to show 
that the city revenues were continually increased by the 
council nominating people who could not conveniently 
serve as sheriffs, etc., compounding with them for as 
heavy a fine as could be extracted, and then repeating 
the operation on a second and even a third victim. 
Sometimes the nominee avoided the imposition by getting 
a letter from the king, e.g.^ Mr. Francis Gardner had one 
to exempt him for seven years, and sometimes he 
bought immunity for one, two, or three years, or even 
for life. 

Among the entries as to the market we find that the 
market cross — ruthlessly destroyed years ago — was to 
have its lower part coloured and its upper part and 
woodwork painted in March, 1678. 

A common bushel for buying and selling grain according 
to the standard of eight gallons to the bushel was to be 
made and kept at the cross in 1671. No carts were to 
be set on the north side of the cross in 1679, unless 
their wheels were placed in the channel right against 
the "Walk," which is an early instance of the Walk 
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being so called The clerk of the market was to provide 
forms and stools for which he was to charge a penny a 
day. Several persons who kept stalls for small wares 
seem to have crowded round the cross but were ordered 
to do so no longer, but to pitch their stalls by the well 
on the south side of St. Peter Mancroft Church. In 
1687 it was apparently under consideration to suppress 
the market stalls altogether. The butchers were not to 
work on a Sunday or open their stalls on a Friday, and 
such of them as were guilty of "blowing" veal were 
fined. When unwholesome swine's flesh was exposed a 
jury of butchers was inpanelled to enquire if it were 
so, and the flesh directed to be burnt. 

In 1675 the cross keeper contracted to keep the four 
bridges, most of the waste lands in the city, and the 
market for the magnificent pension of £5. 108. a year, 
for which he was to sweep the market once a week, 
the rest once a fortnight. He was to be allowed a 
barrow, but when done with it was to be set back under 
the Guildhall walls and not used for his private 
purposes. 

There were building regulations even then, for a man 
was ordered not to reed or thatch the new spars of 
his house. 

Cleaning the river is often mentioned. A penny a 
ton was paid for taking the mud out of the mill dam, 
760 ton "at the great hundred." The two city boats 
were lent to carry away the soil and filth out of the 
dock, and the Dean in 1672 gave leave to lay the soil 
and gravel taken out of the river upon the waste land 
at Bishop's Gate, between there and Mr. Hassett s house, 
the same slip recently granted by the Ecclesiastical 
Commissioners to *'the city authorities" and beautified 
(?) by them. 

Advice was asked for in 1688 from a Yarmouth man 

H 2 
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as to the cost of " an engine for depthening the river in 
or near the City," the direct ancestor of Mr. Hobrough's 
dredgers. The payment of the £50 per annum from 
Yarmouth to the city would seem, in 1676, to have been 
for clearing the river from the New Mills to the Common 
Staith. 

We get a glimpse of Hardley Cross the same year 
when a payment is made for "wayeing" (weighing) it, 
setting it up on its base, also filling and planking under 
the base, and painting it stone colour. Two years later 
the Sheriffs were to look at it, the court being 
informed it was in danger of falling. 

Sabbath breaking was specially noted, which shows 
that the Cavalier license was not universal. In 1682 
boys and young fellows played on the Lord's Day in 
Gildencroft, St. Augustine's Churchyard, the Castle 
Dikes, St. Faith's Lane, and Chapel in the Field; and 
the marshals were told to apprehend them. Earlier 
than this complaint was made that boys stripped them- 
selves naked and ran about Chapel Field. A man, 
alleged to be one of the Walloon Congregation was 
convicted of breaking their articles by walking during 
sermon time. 

There are one or two interesting entries as to the 
farm land held by the city and let out. One tenant 
in 1681 was complained of for ploughing up a fold- 
course and sowing the same with turnips, an early 
instance of the culture of that root. Another was 
allowed £30 off his rent in respect of his losses by 
sheep rot, and small pieces of the Hethel and Cringleford 
farms were to be well fenced in and sowed with acorns 
and other materials for a nursery. 

Some few words new to me crop up, 6.gf., 1682, 
" barkeseile," presumably the time when the bark came 
into the city for the tanners; a "chandry shop" for a 
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chandler's shop, and "joice" for joists, though the last 
two may be mistakes. 

The public health of the city was jealously guarded, 
and there are many entries referring to it and to 
medical attendance, beginning with the great plague of 
1666. Once a week while it lasted the whole court was 
to be a committee for the ordering of the Pest House. 
No one was to go out of the Great Hospital without 
a written permit. The poor people in the gaol were to 
have a living allowance as the begging basket was not 
to be sent out. A man was employed to nail up 
infected houses and put red crosses on the doors, and 
while at work was to carry a red wand in his hand. 
Another man was to kill all stray dogs, cats, and 
swine, and bury them in the castle or city dykes. 

The town clerk was sent to London to petition the 
king for help,' and was to try and engage two doctors 
(Hargrave and Boghurst) to come to the city to help, and 
ascertain their terms. All cowardly constables, church- 
wardens and overseers who had slinked from the city 
were to come back at once or be indicted at the next 
sessions. 

A double rate for the infected poor was levied and no 
Sheriflfs Election Feast was to be held, the mayor giving 
what it would have cost him to the infected. The country 
justices having suggested that some place should be named 
where provisions might be brought in for sale, the city 
arranged that the north end of the Town Close up the 
Newmarket Road should be a temporary " market." 

Matters mended by September, when it seemed that 
certain persons who had been shut up began to break 
their boarded-up doors, upon which men were retained 
to punish them. 

• The Privy Council shelved the responsibility on the gentry of the 
county, and a circular letter was sent to each country parish. 
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By November the fear was over, and Mr. Fyffe* and 
the other London " Chyrugen " (it would seem that Drs. 
Hargrave and Boghurst were not obtainable) were paid 
their charges for medicine, £30. 2s. lOd., and received a 
gratuity of £10 for their pains, little enough. Amongst 
the last echoes of the plague was that in February, 1667, 
two women were publicly whipped for resorting to infected 
houses, and that in July the Pest House was to be 
disinfected with sulphur, and its custodian was directed 
to sufficiently air and fume all cloths and bedding and 
not to go abroad for a month. As a whole the pre- 
cautions taken seem to have been most creditable to 
the city officials. Following on this, it is noteworthy 
that in August a man had license to sell drugs in 
the city. 

Though the plague left us it is clear that leprosy 
did not. 

In 1673 the Lazar House at St. Benet's Gates had an 
occupant, so it had in 1677, while in 1678 a boy who 
wandered up and down the streets of the city as a leper 
was to be sent there, and in 1680 a poor "leprous" woman 
was handed over to be cured. 

During the whole period covered by these notes there 
are many entries of payments for cutting children of the 
stone, which must have been very prevalent. The arrange- 
ment the city made with the surgeons was the business- 
like one of paying a certain sum for treating and double 
as much for a cure. 

"The King's Evil" is mentioned twice, once in 1674 

when a woman W8U3 helped to go to Newmarket to be 

treated, the town clerk writing a letter of recommendation 

to the king's " Sarjent Chirugeon," and once in 1673 

when a boy was sent to London for the same purpose, 

f Mr. Fyffe seems to have stayed on, for in the next July he 
contracted to cure a boy full of ulcers and sores. 
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the certificate of the great Dr. Browne being obtained 
to be sent up with him. 

The great Sir Thomas is mentioned twice more, once 
when his opinion was taken in 1678 as to whether a man's 
eyes were curable or not, when he reported favourably 
especially as to one eye, and on another occasion when 
his opinion was to be taken about a child's sores, the 
chirurgeon in charge being ordered to " respect his opinion." 
His son, Dr. Edward Browne, while he was physician at 
St. Bartholomew's, was consulted in 1683 as to whether 
that hospital would take in diseased persons and as to 
cutting for the stone. 

In 1686 a bargain was made with Mr. William 
Hensley, " an expert chirugeon," to attend all poor people 
sent him for £20 a year. 

The references to and precautions against fire are 
numerous. The great fires at Brancaster, Bungay, Beccles, 
Hingham, and Watton are mentioned and collections 
made for the sufferers, and in July, 1676, a special fire 
watch was to be kept nightly by two sober and sub- 
stantial householders in each ward, instead of two men 
of mean condition formerly hired to keep watch. All 
bonfires in the streets were prohibited unless the mayor's 
permission was obtained, a bonfire in St. Benet's of 
furse, broom, and brushwood having caused fire to be 
blown on to a thatched house. 

Gromes and ladders were kept in the New Hall and 
buckets in the Guildhall in 1668, when the engine was 
to be viewed and repaired or new made. In 1679 an engine 
to quench fire was ordered of Mr. Fromantel of London, 
which (and mending a clock pendulum) cost £9. There 
were then two water engines, and Daniel Fromantel, 
Jun. was paid £2 a year to keep them in good order. 

A year later the "great water engine" was stored at 
the New Hall, the door of which was to be made wider 
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to admit it, and two new buckets were bought and 
forty-six old ones repaired. Then Fromantel was sent to 
London for a " middle " water engine. He was paid 
10«. for each time the engine was drawn out, and 10«. 
more was paid him to "gratify" those who helped him 
at a fire. In 1681 the buckets were to be new pitched 
and tallowed, and later in the year the sum of £25 was 
to be paid for a new engine. In 1688 another engine 
was ordered of Fromantel. 

No doubt much of this precaution against fire was 
due to the desire to safeguard the Guildhall and its 
furniture. 

The pictures there are mentioned in several instances; 
for example, in 1668 the son of Mr. John Wood brought 
into Court the picture of the late Alderman Mr. Robert 
Holme, a benefactor of the Children's Hospital. In 1674 
the portrait of Mr. Francis Southwell was sent to ** Mr. 
Moreland'* to be copied for Sir Robert Southwell, and 
the copy was sent him in a handsome gilt frame, and a 
present of £5, which he returned to be given to the 
poor ; and in 1683 the then town clerk presented a 
picture of Archbishop Parker. 

It would seem from an entry in 1672 that the pictures 
were lent from time to time to the promoters of "the" 
feast, no doubt on St. George's Day, to be hung up in 
their hall. 

Reference is also made to the "noble mace of silver 
gilt" given to the city in 1671 by Lord Henry Howard, 
and to the four standishes bought of Mr. William Cubit 
for 20«. The cap of maintenance was made and 
embroidered in 1687 at a cost of £7. 10«., and the 
sword gilt and scabbard embroidered in 1684, such 
scabbard costing 4s., and the embroidery £3. 19s. 6d. 
A new green baize carpet was provided for the court 
table, a Turkey carpet is mentioned, and the decayed 
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cushions in the mayor's court and the town clerk's table 
were to be covered with green "baies." 

What the " new dalton " bought for the use of the 
court in 1683 was, I cannot make out. The mayor 
and aldermen's seats in the Cathedral were to be 
provided with good smooth mats and green Colchester 
« baies.*' 

Which was the City Library is not clear, but six 
Bussia leather chairs were bought for it in 1673, and 
later on a deal case was made to hold a man's skeleton 
given to it. In 1669 a catalogue of all the books was 
brought in by Mr. Thomas Morley, the keeper, and the 
purchase of various books, such as Pitt's Atlas, the 
Index VillariSy the Statutes at Large, and the Habeas 
Corpus Act is recorded. 

From the Guildhall issued the orders for all punish- 
ments. In 1669 Adam Dickerson was whipper, basket 
carrier, brander, and hangman, and afterwards another 
man was appointed to fill the same ofiices and to 
clean the streets as well, but he was not himself above 
the law for in 1677 he was sent to the house of 
correction for disorderly living and speaking disrespect- 
fully of a dead worthy. 

Whipping till the back was bloody was the recog- 
nised punishment for vagrants, and the "cage" was in 
full use, one woman being sent there for scolding 
with her neighbours and railing at the magistrates, 
and was afterwards to be sent to the ducking stool 
and dipped thrice over her head. Two other women 
were to have been put in the cage for their abusive 
and rude language, and kept in it during the fair ; 
but they were let off on their husbands becoming 
sureties for their behaving orderly in future. Another 
** wrangling contentious person " was sent to the cage 
for two hours. 
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The pillory was near the Market Cross, and there were 
stocks at St. Peter Permountergate and elsewhere, and 
a man who let two "infamous women" out of the 
stocks was himself put in them for an hour. 

There was a "pound breach" in 1678, when two 
men broke the pound at Jack's Pitt and beat the 
pound keeper. There were several pounds, e.g.^ in 1679, 
the pound from St. Martin at Palace was removed to 
the end of St. Paul's pit, its old situation. 

A "riding," presumably the riding the stang, took 
place in 1670. 

Besides physical ways of punishing women, we find 
four instances of husbands (one of them alleging his 
wife to be "a very idle and expensive person, running 
her husband in debt in several places,") having leave 
to have their wives "decried" in the market by 
the bellman, "that nobody do trust her for money 
or goods." 

Just now thc^entries as to licensed houses and how 
their licenses were 'forfeited are of special interest, so we 
may note that in 1667 Elizabeth Qillman of St. Stephen's 
had her beer license revoked for allowing unlawful games, 
and in the same year it was laid down that no beerseller 
should have a license if he kept nine pins. This game 
was also specially objected to in 1679 and 1688 — in the 
last-named year the marshals and constables being directed 
to go and pull them up. Bowling alleys were also objected 
to in 1681. In 1674 Matthew Wetherby had his license 
taken away for suffering great disorder in his house, and 
in 1685 a Pockthorpe man had his license suppressed for 
"oppressing the poor." 

There are several entries relating to the old post office.' 
The old jealousy between our city and Yarmouth crops 
up in a grievance that the London letters reached thef 
latter place early on Monday mornings and not here, and 
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a petition was sent up in 1677 praying an order to the 
Norfolk postmasters to amend this. 

Another petition was sent to the same eiFeet a few 
months later, from which we gather that the delivery 
here was on Tuesdays, and others in 1680 and 1681, 
with what result does not appear. In November, 1678, 
the post office was kept at the ** King's Arms." 

The stage coaches were owned by Thomas Suggit, sen., 
Thomas Suggit, jun., and Onias Phillips, " masters " of 
the stage coaches in 1672. The price paid Suggit for a 
coach and horses to carry officials to London on city 
business on 1st February, 1667, was £7 — presumably for 
the double journey. 

A rule against draymen and others riding upon the 
"strings" of their carts is mentioned in 1673, or upon 
the " tybbs " or in the body of the cart which he is to 
drive on foot; and the use of tobacco in the streets is 
strictly prohibited in 1674 and 1677, but apparently with- 
out effect, for in 1687 it became necessary to specially 
ordain that anyone who smoked tobacco in the chamber 
on court days or assembly days should pay the mayor a 
shilling per pipe. f 

There are many entries about lotteries and especially 
as to the Royal Oak lotteries^ or plate lotteries, which 
were nominally for the relief of "truly loyal'* and 
indigent officers. They do not seem to have been 
particularly well kept, for one of the promoters was 
to be written to about the disorder and irregular 
hours kept and they were admonished to keep good 
order and not to admit servants or indigent persons. 

The shows licensed were very numerous: for giants 
(one woman 7 ft. 6 ins. high), women without arms and 
hands, monstrous hairy children, a girl " without bones," 
a child with six fingers and toes on hands and feet, 
a monstrous man with two bodies, and so on. A

woman is licensed to show two mermaids, and a 
"devouring great eating quaker/' in 1675. This was 
just about the time the Quakers were causing much 
stir in the city, and I cannot help thinking that the 
entry (which is veiy clearly written) refers to some 
caricature or impersonation of one of the unpopular 
sect. Of the animals shown we hear of lions, camels, 
tame beavers, dancing bears, dancing mares, dancing 
dogs, tigers, jackals, elephants, a monkey, a busie (I can't 
imagine what that was), and an anti-bear, probably an 
ant eater. The monstrous man feeding on roots of 
trees taken amongst the hills of Carinthia was pro- 
bably a fraud or a large monkey. Mandrakes were 
exhibited in 1684. The animals were shown at the 
"Angel" and elsewhere. 

The legitimate drama was shown by Cornelius SafFery, 
John Coysh, "Ei^quire," Mr. Robert Parker, Mr. John 
Power, and Mr. Moundford Ballydon. It is curious 
that in 1687 a play called the " Critics " was produced. 

Ballad singers were licensed to sell ballads, pamphlets, 
and other books, in one case on horseback. All 
these were under the license of Sir Henry* Harborte 
(Harbord), the master of the revels ; and, as far as I 
can make out, this is the earliest occurrence of Lord 
Suffield's family in our county. Two men were licensed 
to give an exhibition of the noble science of fencing 
■in the Green Yard, at backsword, single rapier, sword 
and dagger, rapier and dagger, sword and buckler, 
single falchion and quarterstaff. 

"Motions" or puppet ("poppetts" in 1683) shows 
were very common, our old friend Punch appearing as 
Pollichanella in 1670 and Puntionella in 1680. 

Others were of the "Merchant's Daughter of Bristol," 
"Whittington and his Cat/' "Wisdom of Solomon," 
B Sir Charles Harborte in 1667, Sir Henry in 1671. 
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"The Creation of the World" (twice), "Fair Rosamond" 
"Merry Tom," ** Edward IV. and Jane Shore," "The 
French Circuit," and "The Prince's Ball" (twice). 
Waterworks, rope dancing with crutches, fire eating, 
waxworks, " leiger de mayne " or sleight of hand, were 
also licensed. 

Perhaps, however, the licenses to quacks to sell 
drugs, sometimes on horseback and sometimes on stages, 
are the most interesting. The stages or booths were 
sometimes very substantial erections (one in 1680 being 
60 ft. long by 30 ft. wide), and were placed near the 
Guildhall. They were not always well conducted for 
the servants of one of them, who acted as drolls were 
complained of for the obscenity of their speeches. 
They were charged fees for the privilege, and one 
also gave the residue of his medicaments to the 
mayor and aldermen as a testimony of the honour 
he bore them. 

No less than fourteen of our countrymen* were slaves 
in Algiers in the six years between 1674 and 1680. 
One was a man of some position, being brother to 
"Major Roberts, who suffered death for his loyalty to 
King Charles," and collections were made to buy their 
freedom. 

Very much of the record is made up of entries 
showing the jealous care the churchwardens of each 
parish took that no poor from the country or from 
other parishes settled in their parish. They continually 
reported the coming of any such to the court, and pressed 
for their removal with invariable success. Vagrants 
were sent back to their last residence: Jane Sandys, for 
example, to "Picka-dilly in the Haymarket," and male 

* Their names were Edw. Roberts, J. Wilgrip, R. Level, R. Watson, 
L. Herring, W. Smyth, J. Archer, J. Ward, T. Cook, W. Cork, T. Roberts, 
B. Lovell, T. Comfort, and J. Pay. 
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vagrants were whipped (a batch of ten at a time in 
1681) and sent back to their birth places from constable 
to constable the nearest way and seen out of the city. 

On the other hand the overseers were watched by the 
court, one at Pockthorpe being directed to be indicted 
in June, 1680, "for abusing the poor." 

'Prentices too were looked after, for though Thomas 
Woolmer was to be kept in Bridewell at hard labour till 
his master desired his release (1677), and Richard Scottow 
for his lewd behaviour and threatening to strike his 
master met the same fate next year, as did Isaac 
Warren in 1683 for his rude behaviour and impudent 
carriage ; yet the court took the part of wronged 
apprentices, e.g., Thomas CoUings against his master in 
1686, the latter having very much abused him by beating 
him unreasonably, and ordered John Thurston to be 
indicted for hanging a clog upon the heels of his 
apprentice, Charles Spalder, in 1687. 

No woman was allowed to remain idle and unem- 
ployed, ** living at her own hands " as was the expression, 
but were to provide themselves with services or be sent 
to the house of correction (1677). 

From time to time the old quarrel between the city 
and the cathedral inherited from the citizens and 
monks cropt up. In January, 1668, a committee was 
appointed to view the houses, grounds, and walls in the 
residence of the Bishop, and in 1672 the town clerk was 
to meet the Dean and Chapter as to the difference about 
the soil of Tombland, and afterwards it seems the 
latter referred the matter to Mr. John Hobart and Mr. 
Burleigh, while the city named Mr. Francis Bacon and 
Mr. John Norris. Whether anything came of this does 
not appear, but in 1675 the city was willing to abide 
by the decision of Sergeant Calthorpe and Mr. Robert 
Baldock, and so were the Dean and Chapter later in the 
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year. No friendly end seems to have been come to, for 
in October a committee was appointed to enquire into 
the right of passage through St. Vedast Lane, and next 
year (1676) the Dean and Chapter seem to have begun 
proceedings in ejectment against three of the city 
tenants, on which the opinion of Mr. Thomas Bacon and 
Mr. John Norris was to be taken and the award of 
Cardinal Wolsey and the decree of Judge Button were 
to be shown them. The dispute seems to have dragged 
on, for a commission to preserve the testimony of aged 
persons as to the soil of Tombland was to be taken out 
in 1679. 

"Lyndsyes** House, part of the charnel, belonged to 
the city in 1676, and in the same year the city exercised 
acts of ownership over the water gate by fixing a door 
in it. The ditch between the city grounds let to Mr.' 
Heme and the precincts is mentioned, and there is some 
amusing information in 1675 as to someone putting up 
a post in St. Vedast Lane to stop carts passing. 

Though nominally within the Close the Grammar 
School was still in the freehold of the city, and it is 
hardly an exaggeration to say that in the court books 
are contained entries enough, if all were extracted, to 
make a comprehensive history of it and its scholars. 
The first reference to it is that it was to be shut up 
because of the increase of the plague in July, 1666. In 
1667 Mr. Henry Mazey, the master, announced to the 
corporation that there was to be a comedy acted by his 
scholars, and desired the mayor and his brethren would 
be pleased to grace them with their presence, which 
invitation was accepted, and the aldermen were to meet 
in the New Hall in their robes at four o'clock. John 
Home was appointed usher in 1668, the master giving a 
fair character of his ability. He was an old boy and 
produced a testimonial from the master of Qonville and

Caius College, but a stipulation was made that he should 
take his B.A. degree. 

In the same year the master complained that one, 
John Corie, an " Inconformist," kept a public school 
contrary to the Act of 17, Charles I., and the Bishop 
promised to deal with him. 

Mazey ceased to be "chief master" in 1677, and Mr. 
William Burton of Scarning (no doubt from the school 
there) was elected in his place; Mr. Home, the usher, to 
fill his place in the meanwhile. Home next year himself 
had advancement, being elected in 1678 master of the 
Lynn Free School. His place seems to have been event- 
ually filled by Mr. Stephen Paynter, who in June, 1685, 
being unable to attend to the school owing to his 
''corpulency and indisposition to health," was allowed an 
•assistant till Michaelmas, but was then to resign if he 
was still unable to do his work. 

In 1686 Mr. John Robinson, also of Scarning, was, at 
the nomination of Mr. Burton, appointed usher or sub- 
master, and soon afterwards was allowed to hold the 
living of St. Augustine. 

In June Mr. Stephen Painter was elected usher under 
Mr. Burton. 

A full list of those who went up to Corpus College, 
Cambridge with Parker*s scholarship could be compiled 
from the records, and it would seem that other scholars 
who went to Cambridge were allowed pensions of 40s. 
a year till they took their B.A. degrees. 

There are several entries relating to the grounds and 
fabric of the Free School, e.g,, in May, 1677, a committee 
was to view the garden and see how much of it could, 
without prejudice, be enclosed and granted to a Mr. 
Wale for the convenience of his tenant, late Lindsays. 

Various repairs were done in 1677, when the muck 
and rubbish was cleaned out of the charnel house, 
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hitherto used as a cellar. Next year a gate was set up 
at the foot of the stairs to prevent nuisances caused by 
nasty persons, and the playing of idle and dissolute young 
lads there upon the Lord's Day and other holy days. 

A report was directed in 1678 as to whether the east 
wall of the garden belonged to the city, and if it did, 
to have it and the other wall repaired in the tile coping, 
and six years later an encroachment on the wall was 
reported. 

There are other entries as to the education of the 
boys to be apprenticed out of the monies given by Sir 
Joseph Paine (1668), and as to teaching the boys at the 
Children's Hospital to write, read, cast accounts, and the 
catechism (1674). 

There are many entries as to the Great or Old Men's 
Hospital and its inmates, some of whom seem to have 
been very unruly. One woman, for her abusive and rude 
carriage to the master and her base language and fighting, 
was put in the stocks, and was to be expelled if she did 
not demean herself properly; while another, who used 
the master basely and actually complained of her victuals, 
pottage, bread and cheese, was told she would be expelled 
if she offended again. 

The men were not so mercifully treated. One for 
marrying since his admission, not lodging in the house, 
and abusing the mayor, was expelled at once. So was 
another for his rude and unquiet carriage and abusing 
his fellows. 

The chaplain, too, came in for an admonition, and the 
master was ordered to bake twice a week, though the 
order was afterwards rescinded. 

When the Act for burying in woollen came in each 
new-comer had to buy a blanket instead of a winding 
sheet as heretofore; and later on those already in had 
to find woollen shrouds. 

I 
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This was probably the cause of the tale still told that 
each inmate once had to bring in his coffin with him 
on admission. 

When the Great Plague of 1666 was at its worst, 
Mr. Rix, who was then the master, was ordered to take 
great care that none should go out into the city without 
a ticket or order from him. 

The keeper or master seems to have been appointed 
by the court, and to have contracted with it to board 
and lodge the inmates, an arrangement which no doubt 
led to abuses.' 

The mortality seems to have been very great, the 
deaths of inmates being continually reported, and it 
would be interesting to collect statistics, and compare 
the then death-rate with the present. 

A woman above 100 years old is mentioned in 1680. 

From an entry in March, 1675, it would seem that 
there was then a long walk next the river and also a 
brick wall. Where the great water gates — mentioned in 
1676 — were, it is not clear, but a sluice of timber was to 
be made to keep the mud out of the ditch in the pasture. 

The *'Adam and Eve" was existing in 1678; by 
the way, the present "Red Lion*' used to be the 
"Green Dragon." 

The swan pit near the Hospital is not actually 
mentioned, but the swanners' or swan-herds' accounts 

^ Some interesting information as to the Girls' Hospital is to be obtained 
from the entries in 1675-6. The girls seem to have been set to work 
spinning wool on great wheels, under the tuition of a <* knowing person," 
and the experiment would seem to have been a success, as afterwards five 
new wheels and a reel were obtained. 

The Boys' Hospital was also apparently conducted by contract, the 
matron being allowed 2s. a week for each boy, but this was not to include 
clothing, lliey were taught by a Mr. Topcliff, who was paid £5 a year, 
and was supplied with twenty-one spelling books at Is, each, and a gown 
for himself to be worn in the mornings. 
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of the "Game of Swans," as the collection of swans 
belonging to the city was technically ccJled, are very 
interesting. The first swanner was called "Goodman 
John Swan" from his trade (1658), who was succeeded 
in January, 1680, by a Beccles man, Thomas Corie, but 
the place was soon afterwards (1682) filled by a John 
Wooder, who was followed or assisted as deputy swanner 
by a Thomas Stevenson or Stimpson in 1682, who died 
in 1686, and was succeeded by Richard Waffe. The salary 
was 408. 

It would seem that in 1669 the number of the birds 
was only twenty-six, which were classified as cocks, hens, 
stags, "blue bills," and brood swans, but a better head 
was soon obtained, there being sixty-two in 1672, and a 
total average of just fifty. 

As early as January, 1670, Samuel Duncan and 
Nathaniel Alexander, two Quakers, seem to have written 
a strong letter to the mayor, steward, and court of 
aldermen, which the latter considered full of calumny 
and scandalous expressions, and, refusing to give security 
for their good behaviour, were sent to gaol, but were 
let out on the 20th September, 1671, a Mr. Edwin Bensly 
giving bail for their appearance at the next session. 

Some Quakers were in the gaol in December, 1682, 
when the sherifis were directed to settle the charge they 
should pay for chamber rent and a room to work in. 
In September, 1684, the rooms where the Quakers lodged 
in the Guildhall prison were to be repaired, as they 
complained they were annoyed with the rain. 

In July, 1688, the king, as it appears from an entry 
in the Assembly Book, sent an order that Thomas Howard, 
John Garney,® and other Quakers should be admitted 
freemen without taking the oaths, but the court was firm 
not to give way, and refused by thirty-nine votes to eight. 
^ John Gumey or Gamey, the ancestor of the present bankers.

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An address was prepared to the king, and a fortnight later 
the steward was paid a fee to advise about preparing 
reasons for not admitting the Quakers. 

The address and reasons were presented to the king 
on 22nd August by a committee which was introduced 
by the Duke of Norfolk. 

The city was just as strong against Dissenters and 
Soman Catholics as it was against Quakers. In 
November, 1674, there was tumult and bloodshed in 
suppressing a conventicle, and in December, 1681, seven 
people named were warned not to teach or meet in any 
conventicle or meeting house. A dead set seems in 
particular to be made, probably for party purposes,^ in 
April, 1682, against one Robert Cooke of Tombland, 
several witnesses stating they had seen him and his wife 
go to houses in St. Clement's where conventicles were 
held, and especially into the houses of Mrs. Withers and 
Mrs. Mopse. A " crowd of people " seem also to have 
gone there. 

The accusation, however, seems not to have prevented 
Cooke from being elected an alderman the next month. 
The persecutions, nevertheless, went on, and the bellman 
was paid in January, 1685, for proclaiming the " canting.*'

He is 
to constantly go with a red wand in his hand while so 
employed. 

Viall of St. Michael Ooslany to be employed to 
kill dogs, cats, and swine that shall be found in any of the 
streets and be paid 3d, each, and to bury them at the bottom 
of the Castle dykes or in City dykes nearest the place where 
he doth kill them. 

20 July, 1666.— The Town Clerk to go to London 
next Monday in the Flying Coach to present a petition 
to the King to obtain a speedy relief for the infected 
and indigent poor .... and to endeavour to obtain the 
assistance of Mr. Deane of Norwich in going along with 
him .... and that at his being in London to treat with 
Dr. Hargrave and Mr. Boghurst about their repair to this 
City, to prescribe to and visit the infected poor — and find 
out upon what terms they will undertake it. 

21 July, 1666. — The bellman to proclaim that no 
tradesman or shopkeeper do refuse to take any farthings 
than of their own stamp upon the penalty of being pro- 
ceeded against according to law. 
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28 July, 1666.— John Man, Esq., sent £20 of his free 
gift towards the relief of the poor [many other similar 
gifts]. 

All constables, churchwardens, and overseers as are 
gone out of the City and not left anyone to supply their 
places are to return between this and Monday or be indicted 
at the next Sessions. 

3 Aug., 1666. — A double rate for the infected poor is 
mentioned. 

8 Aug., 1666. — No feast to be held at the election of 
Sheriff having regard to the increasing of the plague, and 
the Mayor promises to give such monies as he should have 
expended on it to the infected poor. 

11 Aug., 1666. — Letter read from Sir Philip Woodhouse 
and other County J.P.'s suggesting some convenient place 
should be appointed without the walls to where the Country 
might resort with provision of victuals, &c. Meeting is 
suggested. 

15 Aug., 1666. — Such victuals or com are to be brought 
to the north end of the Town Close which is the place 
appointed for a market. 

18 Aug., 1666. — On the information of the late happy 
success of Sir Bobt. Holmes his expedition in the burning 
and destroying more than 150 of the enemies' ships in the 
Wlie, as also of the town of Bandaies on the island of 
Schedling .... bells are to be rung.

— The headman and warders of the company 
of tailors complain of indecent language used by the waits 
and for extorting more than formerly for their attendance at 
their Ghiild. The waits acknowledge their fault and pray 
pardon. It is directed that in future they are only to receive 
but 15s. for their attendance, and are to appear in their 
chains and gowns.

19 Aug., 1674. — ^Upon complaint that Mathew Wetherby 
of St. Clements, alehouse keeper, siffereth great disorder in 
his house, his license is to be taken away and penalties by law 
inflicted, and upon such as frequented his house at disorderly 
timea 

22 Aug., 1674. — Agreement between the City and County 
as to repairs of bridges, yiz,, Trowse, Lakenham, Earlham, 
Hartford, and Cringleford. 

. . . ., 1674. — Great stir made against persons keeping 
open shops not being freemen. 

5 Sept., 1674. — John Rix's memorial about searching the 
records in the Tower is to be called for. 

9 Sept., 1674. — He brought into Court the copy of 
the Act of resumption made by the Parliament held 
28 Hy. VI. 

19 Sept., 1674. — Robt. Bendish, Esq., to answer Mr. James 
Symonds of Yarmouth's letter about the redemption of 
captives in Sally, and to give an accoimt of the Recorder's 
letter in London to him about the same. 

23 Sept., 1674.— The City's right to the soil of Tombland 
referred to. 

29 Sept., 1674. — Sampson Townshend is to teach the boys 
at the Children's Hospital to "learn" them to "wright," 
read, and cast accounts, and teach them the Catechism.

— Mary Robinson of St. Peter Parmoun- 
tergate, to be helped to go to Newmarket to be touched for 
the King's evil.

.... Mar., 1674-5.— Hospital Wall :— The surveyors of p. 129d. 
the Hospital are desired to view the decays of the Long 
Wall next the river there and order the amendment of the 
same, it being presented several times and ^' payned '* by the 
Jury of Sewers.

The Swanner's account for the game of swans upon the 
river between Norwich and Yarmouth, viz., twenty-three 
breeders, thirty-two birds, thirty-six blue bills and staggs. 
His salary 40s. to be paid. 

16 Oct., 1675.— Francis Richardson hath license to exer- 
cise his skill in eating fire, &c. 

23 Oct., 1675. — Report of Committee as to Johnson's

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Lotteries for relief of several truly loyal Commissioned 
Officers, mentioned. 

No tent to be set up on Monday in Chapel Field, being 
the day appointed for the General Muster. 

20 Nov., 1675. — On complaint of the Master of the Great 
Hospital and several of the poor women there of the abusive 
and rude carriage of Mary Wyer towards the Master and 
several of the women by base language .and fighting, she 
is to be sent for and punished according to her desert. 

The complaint found justified. She is to be set in the 
stocks, and is to be expelled if she does not demean herself 
properly. 

Pension of 40«. to Samuel Gray, son of Daniel Gray 
(once a freeman) a scholar of Caius College, Cambridge. 
(N.B. — There are several other instances and a list of 
all the Norwich scholars at the College could easily be 
compiled). 

20 Nov., 1675. — Agreed that Buddwell, the Cross Keeper 
at the present, and such as shall succeed him, shall sweep 
the four bridges, viz., Coslany, White Friars, Black Friars, 
and Fyebridge, the waste ground of the 'City from the 
Popinjay in Tombland to Alderman Woods* House, Stump 
Cross, the Hog Market, St. John's Pit, the Tanner's Market, 
and the waste ground at Abraham's Hall, and the whole 
Market for £5. 10s, a year, to be paid by the Treasurer for 
the rivers and streets, and £3 and 4 marks a year to be 
paid by the Chamberlain.

Later on *'doth marvellous 
things with her feet.*' 

18 Dec, 1675. — ^Peter Greene has license to show German 
waterworks and monkies to dance on the ropes. 

The like to Oliver Ball to show motion called, "The 
Creation of the World." 

12 Jan., 1675. — Mrs. Chamberlyn's post at the entrance of 
St. Yedast Lane to be pulled up and if a new one set down 
to pull it up. 

19 Jan., 1675. — ^The whipper to be allowed a barrow to 
carry away the muck and soil, but it is to be laid under the 
walls of the Guildhall and not used about any other business. 

22 Jan., 1675-6. — Committee appointed to take advice to 
continue such ways as may be now beneficial for the Girls' 
Hospital in setting them a work by spinning of wool on great 
wheels, and to advise about materials to be provided and 
wheels bought, as also about a knowing person to teach the 
said girls, and what her diet and wages will amount to, and 
to report. 

(The Report of the Committee agreed on). 

I Mar., 1676. — Mud to be removed out of the river. 

II Mar., 1675. — ^The right of fishing at Barnham Broom 
mentioned.

— William Proctor of St. Helens is chosen 
porter of Bishop's Gates in the place of Hewitt who hath 
left that employment and who is a rude fellow. 
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22 April, 1676. — A penny a tunn paid for taking mud out 
of the Mill dam, there being 760 tunn at the Great Hundred 
(120 P). 

10 May, 1676. — William Burgesse, carpenter, to make a 
sluice of timber at the Great Water Gates at the Hospital 
sufficient to keep the mud out of the ditch in the pasture there. 

10 June, 1676. — Ordered that Mr.* Chamberlain Cock is 
to have the door that is at the lower end of the bowling 
ground in the Gaol removed to the water gate, and the place 
where that door stood to be done up with brick. 

21 June, 1676.— The Bailiffs of Great Yarmouth to be 
written to for a grant of £50 due to the City for clearing 
the river here for the New Mylns to the Common Staithe. 

28 June, 1676. — Concerning the Waytes of the City. 
The day Mathew Stanton, Jo. Lawes, and Thos. Lawes, the 
three remaining waits of the City, brought in and delivered 
to Mr. Chamberlain the several instruments and flags here- 
after mentioned, namely, Stanton, two sackbuts, one flag, and 
a silver chain ; Jo. Lawes, one hautboy, one cornet, two 
sackbuts, a flag, and a chain ; Thos. Lawes, a tenor hautboy, 
one cornet, one silver chain, and a silk flag ; and there was 
formerly delivered to the said Chamberlain by Charles 
English, his widow, one tenor hautboy, one tenor cornet, 
one flag, and one chain ; and by Sam. Bateman's widow, one 
silver chain and one silk flag and one hackbut, which 
hackbut is one of those that Stanton did now deliver. 

And it is ordered that their wages be paid to Midsummer 
Day, and they are discharged of their employment as waits 
to the City. 

The Matron of Girls' Hospital is to have 4s. a week for 
three months for teaching of five girls there by her that 
taught the former girls to spin upon the great wheel, and 
that five new wheels and a reel beforehand provided, &c.

— On complaint of a great nuisance done 
to the river and the neighbourhood near the Cockey Lane by 
Mr. Brockdam's turning of a drain into the common sewer, 
which formerly passed into the Castle dike, a committee is 
appointed to, &c. 

The waits upon their humble submission and promise of 
good carriage for the future had their chains and instruments 
delivered to them again. 

18 July, 1676. — Mathias de De Bowsky (sic) with nine 
servants, licensed to show two dancing bears with trumpets 
and musique for fourteen days at the "Red Lion," 
St. Stephen's. 

29 July, 1 676. — Collection for relief of poor of Brancaster 
who lately suffered much by fire there. 

2 Aug., 1676. — The Court's collection towards building 
the steeple of St. Edmund's Church. 

16 Aug., 1676. — John Hutchingson of Bury upon the 
recommendation of the waits is approved to be one of that 
Company till further order. 

And Thos., son of John Lawes, one of the waits, to be 
taken into the Company for two years at half wages. 

Hutchingson is to have a chain, a flag, and a haultboy, 
and Lawes a sackbut. 

19 Aug., 1676. — Ordered that Mr. Chamberlin do speak to 
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Mr. Thos. Lowe to go with two persons to cast down the 
dikes in several places within the bounds of the County of 
the City, and that Bichd. Balye do go along with them upon 
Monday next.

— Benjamin Bellolyne is licensed to show a 
motion called "The Creation of the World" at the "Angel" 
in the Market. 

16 Sept., 1676.— 4rf. to be paid to Mr. Stephen Wood for 
Wm. Briggstock's wayeing the Cross at Hardlie and setting 
it up upon the base and adding what is wanted, and also 
piling and planking under the base, and he is also to paint 
it with a stone colour with lead and oil in summer next. 

20 Sept., 1676. — The City tent is to be set up on Chappel le 
Field on Tuesday morn being the 26th inst, the day 
appointed for the general muster of the Regiment of Foot 
of Col. Sir W. Adams, Bart., and the Chamberlain is to 
provide wine, &c., as heretofore.
